Never was greater abundance, and 
never were supplies more nearly con- 
sumed.

Never were’ wages'so high or hours 
shorter. : Why, then, the universal dis- 
content? Especially why should labor 
rage against capital, when its effi- 
ciency has done so much to offset 
labor's lessened effort?’ It is a topic 
for the moralist as well as the ecoro- 
mist... No one grudges indulgence in 
this world’s good things when it is 
earned, but when indulgence is taken 
rather than earned it is time for the 
pulpit to consider its duty in inculcat- 
ing thrift and self-denial.

HAMMERSTEIN’S NEW IDEA. 

Mr. Hamenrstarm is about to-test, in 
his London Opera House; -the com- 
mercial effect of cheap prices. The 
understanding is that he will not 
cheapen his company of singers or his 
otchestra, and that pictorially his pro- 
auctions will not be permitted’ to de- 
teriorate. ‘The obvious comment is‘ that 
if he knows that with full houses at low 
prices he’can make money, he would 
have been wiser to sell tickets more 
pony from the beginning. But’ what 
seems obvious inthe theatrical business 
to‘outsiders is riot always true. Opera 
is an expensive luxury. Gifted singers, 
who have devoted many years to unre- 
munerated study and practice, expect 
to be paid high wages for the exhibition 
of their, trained gifts. . Their expecta- 
tions are generally realized, too, The 
modern orchestra requires from 60 to 
100 competent musicians. Conductors 
of quality are scarce and: expensive. 

Probably Mr. Hammursrarn figures, 
on small profits with packed houses. 
And for the_rush of the multitude to 
Kingsway he is said to be depending 
upon, the influence. of two pépular 
newspapers of enormous circulation. 
Lord Norruotirys has no pecuniary in- 
terest in Mr. Hamuunrstzm’s venture, 
of coursé, but he believes that opera 
as it is given at the London Opera 
House deserves. encouragement. We 
have no doubt that it does. The experi- 
ment is interesting. Mr. HamMEeRstTern’s 
management at the Manhattan was cer- 
tainly admirable, Iteration daily of the 
good qualities. of his singers and the 
pictorial and histrionioc mérits of his 
performances may send. the crowds to 
Kingsway. But, undoubtedly, they 
would prefer cheap admission to Covent 
Garden. where ‘they -could feast their 
eyes on aristocracy fn full dress. If 
Mr. HAMMERSTEIN could make his opera 
house fashionable, however, he would 
not need to lower-his prices. 








THE NEW TASK OF FRANCE. 
The French Government has now en- 
tered formally upon the task of estab- 
lishing a Protectorate over Morocco, 
and. its course .will be followed with 
close attention in all“the: Chancelleries 
of the Old World. ‘It still remains to 
come to some definite agreement ‘with 
Spain, but this is well advanced and 
the better-spirit shown by the Poincaré 
Ministry is a fair guarantee that it will 
be carried thrdugh. 

‘ Undoubtedly the work is beset with 
difficulties. The most obvious is the 
sinister influence of the clidue, or 
cliques, of financiers, speculators, and 
schemers known in Paris as. “the 
Colonials,” who are deeply interested 
in concessions and in risky enterprises 
of all sorts, especially railways and 


brought disaster to the treaty with Ger- 


mines, and whose plots: wrecked the 
Caillaux Ministry and might have 


many. - It was the mischief of which 
this class.is capable’ that Bismarck had 
in mind when hé deliberatély encour; 
aged. French expansion.in Tenquin 
and Madagaecar, thinking end probably 
hoping it-would weaken the position of 
France in Europe. But France has suc- 
ceeded beyond all expectation in these 
»| regions, and in the late crisis showed 
that ghe was capable of dealing cwith 


and, of course, courage on the other, 
Espectally they have in marked degree 
avoided wounding the religious sengi- 
bilities of the Arab Mussulmans and 
jhave known how to appeal-to the 
fondness—emounting to a péasion—for 
trading in ‘their own way which 1s 
‘generally found among these people: 
Better than almost any other race the 
French have been able to work with 
the: People "and te.guide rather than 
them. 

e first obstacle they will meet will 
be the inherent weakness of the Sheree- 
fian rule. It will be @ cardinal prin- 
ciple that the country must. be gov- 
erned through the Sultan and his of- 
ficers, but the present Sultan is the 
third that-has held his precarious of- 
fice since the French control of Morocco 
was initiated, Each change has been 
the regult of an‘ insurrection. Left 


less go the way of his predecessors. 
However, it must be borne in mind that 
now the “advice” of the French will 
be in effect a command, and that there 
will be force behind it. No oriinary 
movement of insutgency will be allowed 
to gain headway if it can be prevented.. 
It will be with a disciplined army, of- 
ficered by French veterans, well sup- 
plied, carefully distributed and capable 
of relatively rapid movement that the 
tribesmen will have to contend. ‘There 
little reason to fear that the French, 
they are cautious and conscientious 
in their policy, will not be able to carry 
it out. 
The real danger is in Paris, not in 
ez. A cautious and consistent policy 
will ‘be interfered with there, if at 
all, Th speculators, who will not give 
up their schemes, will urge rapfd and 
feckless advance. The instability of 
French politics will make adherence té 
a definite and gradually progressive 
movement very hard. The tenure of 
Ministries will depend on home ques- 
tions and on want of feeling in French 
constituencies, But these are dangers 
that have been met with’ surprising 
success in the past end probably will 
be in the future.

Of all this there is not a shadow of 
proof; to support it. not an intelligible 
argument ‘has Been made, not a really 
coherent. word spoken. Hxplanations 
are desirable, they are, in fact, urgent.
